27.—The Roosevelt Admin­ 
istration today issued an ex­ 
traordinary appeal for sen­ 
ate followers to hold their 
lines in the new deal’s des­ 
perate struggle to extend the 
reciprocal trade treaty law 
for three years. 
The appeal went out as Roosevelt 
lieutenants learned forces opposing 
the treaty program have persuaded 
47 senators—pust one less than half 
the 
membership—to 
support 
an 
amendment requiring senate ratifi­ 
cation of each trade pact, tanta­ 
mount to nullification. 
Resorts To Extremity 
Senate Democratic Whip Minton, 
of Indiana, resorted to the extrem­ 
ity of a personal letter, addressed to 
every member the administration 
hoped to round up in support of the 
extension resolution. He wrote: 
“As majority whip may I suggest 
to you that under no circumstance 
do you absent yourself from Wash­ 
ington while the reciprocal trade 
resolution is under consideration. 
The vote is so close we cannot take 
the risk of an$ absentees. Your co­ 
operation will be greatly appreciated 
by Senators Barkley (majority lead­ 
er) and Harrison (in charge of the 
extension legislation) .* 
Democratic defections were mate­ 
rially responsible for the Minton 
letter. New Deal ranks got a series 
of jolts with the trade treaty battle 
only two days old, beginning with 
disclosure that Sen. Downey (D) of 
California definitely had decided to 
vote for the ratilcation amendment. 
Another disappointment came when 
Sen. Schwellenbech (D) Washington, 
announced he was “not at all cer­ 
tain” he would support the treaties.

Is Old Spanish Mine Of

PHOENIX, Arix.. March 27.— 
An 
abandoned 
Spanish 
gold 
mine of “unbelievable wealth” 
has been located in the Super­ 
stition mountains east of Phoe­ 
nix, it was announced today by 
a mining engineer and a writer- 
adventurer. 
The discovery, said Walter Upson, 
mining engineer, and Barry Storm, 
writer, was made by three prospec­ 
tors in the vicinity of the legendary 
“Lost Dutchman” mine, said to hold 
untold wealth and sought after ior 
nearly 50 years by hundreds of pros­ 
pectors. 
Upson said the old Spanish mine 
was apparently worked in the early 
1800’s, and contains evidences of 
high producing lode. It contains old 
timbering, is a cave-like excavation 
and is honey-combed with tunnels.

o p e ,” by the English writer, G eoffrey !. G arratt, it becomes 
evident that all Britishers are not out of sym pathy with the 
United States* policy of strict neutrality. 
Mr. G arratt m akes it 
plain, in fact, that a great m an y Englishmen “ fully appreciate 
the Am erican objection to being draw n into the com plicated in­ 
trigues of European politics.” going so far as to suggest, in addi­ 
tion, that these same Englishmen wish an ocean separated the 
British Isles from the mainland of Europe. 
This is an encouraging disclosure, for m uch of the British 
p ro p ag an d a has seemed to imply that friends of democracy 
everyw here should be actively arrayed against the totalitarian 


powers. 
American advocates of the policy of enlightened isolation 
that of staying hom e and minding our own business in the 
sense of prom oting true dem ocracy here— will be heartened to 
learn that the slant is not without its pro p o n en ts in Britain. 
It 
becom es increasingly clear, indeed, that this is the one way in 
which the United States can exert m ax im u m influence upon the 
future of civilization.

There has been press comment at London, not without some bitter­ 
ness, because American Ambassador Kennedy recently declared that the 
American people want no part in Europe’s war; don’t understand it and 
at all events are determined to stay out of it. 
It is almost needless to say that this does not represent unkindli- j 
ness or hostility on the par* of the American people toward the Allies. j 
Far from it. 
But it is infinitely more correct to consider what Mr. f 
Kennedy has stated in sober truth as the real voice of the people of the J 
United States, 


BETTER BUSINESS CONDITIONS ARE FORESEEN 


After fearing that a prolonged downward plunge of business was 
threatened, the economic wiseacres are now taking heart again. 
They 
predict the dip, which began last November and gained acceleration after 
Christmas, is beginning to level off. 
They expect the prosperity index 
will begin rising in April or May, 
The Bureau of Agricultural Economics predicts that any further 
decline that may occur a ill be moderate compared to what has happened 
and that a reversal of the downward movement will occur before summer. 
The Alexander Hamilton Institute thinks the over-expansion of 
last fall, due to expectation of war stimulation that did not come, has 
now been almost corracted. With the price level holding firm and with 
the outlook for prices to move upward eventually as the result of war­ 
time inflation, the national income should soon resume its upward trend. 
Few observers, in fact, can see anything serious happening to the 
economy of this country with a war going on. 
After the war is over 
hard times may become general not only here'hut in all countries. But 
at this time prolonged depression is not in the cards.

TEXTILE WINDERS 


No greater wonders are being conjured by the chemists than those 
in the textile industry. 
The chemical revolution has gone farthest and 
fastest in the making of cloth 
There had been until recent years no 
basic change in the weaving of cloth for a thousand years. Even machines 
duplicated the motions of the hand weavers. 
Now the textile industry 
is on the road toward producing fabrics in sheets rather than weaving 
them out of fiber. 
That development is not immediate, but it appears 
to be coming. 
As testimony to the rapid advancement of synthetic fabrics, witness 
the strides made by rayon. Ten year? ago rayon, then made from cotton, 
was prcduced in the United States , a quantity of 125,000,000 pounds a 
year 
This year 400.000.000 pound 
vail be made and in addition 125,- 
000.000 pounds will be spun from wood pulp by a new* method. 
This 
country is using now’ ten times as much rayon as silk, more rayon than 
wool and one-sixth as much rayon as cotton. 
Its uses continue to ex­ 
pand rapidly. 
Synthetic chemical fibers are also developing rapidly. Two leaders 
are named nylon and vmyon, products based upon coal and achieved by 
the wizardy of the chemist«. 
They present custom made arrangement 
of molecules planned to fit a particular use and are unlike anything 
that ever existed. 
In some ways they are improvement« over natural 
products. 
So textile materials that will replace e\en rayon are developing. 
Where the end will be nobody knows, for chemists are penetrating a 
frontier of unsurveyed extent.

trucks used by the companies or in­ 
dustries, for in all there are over 
2000 
trucks registered from

county. 
Remembering that these figures 
take into consideration only those 
trucks for hire, that Is trucks that 
are used in the movement of freight 
between towns and inside the coun­ 
ty by operators, it may be a revel­ 
ation to you to know that there are 
some 500 trucks engaged in the bus­ 
iness, employing some 800 people.

These trucks use an estimated to i 
tal of 1,006,000 gallons of gasoline 
per year upon which five cents per 
gallon tax is paid, and 95 percent j 
of that gasoline is puchased in Law­ 
rence County. 
It is truly a pioneer industry for j 
it has come in the past fifteen years , 
from an humble beginning to its 1 


present status. New Castle men and 
trucks haul freight from points far 
east to points far west. In addition 
to the taxes on gasoline there art 
taxes on oil. tires, equipment, so­ 
cial security and unemployment in­ 
surance, a total that is staggering 
when it is all .*et out. 
Night and day, winter and sum­ 
mer. in sunshine and storm, the 
trucks ply the highways, maintain­ 
ing schedules, delivering freight and 
adding no inconsiderable amount tc 
the economic wealth of the com­ 
munity. 
Most of the truck owners and 
drivers are young men, men who 
look the world in the eve and ask no 
favors from the weather man. Mod­ 
em pioneers descirbes them for they 
have been blazing a new trail in 
the transportation field. 
Some of them have come down 
from the drays of the olden da>> 
Most of them are comparatively new 
in the field of transportation buf 
collectively they form a group that 
means much. This in spite of the

VINCENT'S INFECTION 
There Is an Infection of the mouth 
that seems to be becoming more 
general, for cases of It are reaching 
epidemic proportions in some places 
It is called Vincents disease, but 
most persons will recognise itm o re 
quickly under the name of Trench 
Mouth. 
It came by this name, or nick­ 
name, because of the way it sPr*a<J 
amongst the soldiere during the first 
great war. It is highly infectious, 
and the conditions in the trenches 
during this war made it almost im­ 
possible to suppress. After the war 
thousands 
of 
soldiers 
became 
chronic carriers of Hie disease and 
they spread it all over this continent 
upon their return. Today it is one of 
our common infections and its oc­ 
curence, as I have said, is steadily 
on the increase. 
I know lots of people who treat 
the term “Trench Mouth” as a joke. 
Once they have the disease, they 
aren’t so apt to treat it lightly. 
The first symptoms may be a gen­ 
eral feeling of illness, loss of appe­ 
tite and rise In temperature. The 
throat gets sore and spots, or sores 
appear on the tonsils. The most ser­ 
ious attack is upon the gums where 
large ulceration sores appear, very 
often, with the accompaniment of 
pus. The natural result of such a 
diseased condition is a foul breath 
and a very unpleasant taste In the 
mouth. 
In any but the milder cases of the 
disease, the patient cannot eat solid 
foods. Usually the case can be clear­ 
ed up in five or ten days, but the 
bacteria that caused the disease are 


far more difficult to eradicate than 
in most diseases. For that reason, 
anyone who has ever had thia dis­ 
ease should realize that he is likely 
to have a recurrence of it, and he 
should be examined at intervals of 
three months for a while to see li 
there are any symptoms. Often the 
bacteria th at caused the Illness, will 
lurk about the mouth, waiting until 
the victim is run down in health and 
his resistance is low. Then they be­ 
come active again. These bacteria 
persist in pockets between the teeth, 
or in any unhealthy corner of the 
mouth. Dead teeth often harbor the 
germs, so do ill-fitting crowns and 
bridges that can’t be kept clean. In 
fact, pyorrhea, and other unhealthy 
! tendencies in the mouth should be 
looked after in any attem pt to get 
the bacteria of Vincent s disease en­ 
tirely out of the system. 
I think the most dangerous form ; 
of this disease is the chronic type, i 
Here, instead of an acute attack, you j 
have mild symptoms—an extra red- ! 
ness of the gums, bleeding, and ten- j 
derness of the teeth. Diseases of this \ 
sort, keep you permanently under! 
the weather. The countless cases of 
this type of the infection account 
for the way this disease has spread 
all over the continent, for the in­ 
dividual goes around normally, and 
the slightest contact is enough to 
spread the bacteria. A common way 
of getting trench mouth is by way 
of drinking glasses or spoons in res­ 
taurants. 
The proper person to see about 
your case of Trench Mouth Is the 
‘dentist, although a doctor may be 
needed if it becomes really serious. 
And it really can be serious.

SEES BRITAIN 
WEARING DOWN

BERLIN—Whatever the outcome 
of this war lor England, the United 
States will be the winner a.s far as 
the western hemisphere is concern­ 
ed and America will become the 
succ^or of England throughout the 
world. 
This is apparently the firm opi­ 
nion of German political, military, 
and especially naval experts which 
has been .strengthened considerably 
by Admiral Harold R. Stark‘s state­ 
ment before the Naval Committee 
of the House in Washington about 
the needs of the United States 
Navy. 
In some respect the situation re­ 
calls the seemingly paradoxical, but 
equally famous reply by late Gen­ 
eral Ludendorff to the question of 
v ho will be the winner in a Russo- 
Chinese war. which threatened to 
break out a couple of years ago. 
Then, the general, in perfect Prus­ 
sian style, snapped: -Japan”! 
Says L\ S. Aware 
“We heard a statement to this 
effect from the lips of Sir Neville 
Henderson, last British Ambassa - 
dor to Berlin, before the outbreak 
of the war,” states an editorial of 
the Berlin Boersenzeitung, conced­ 
ed ly the mouthpiece of the German 
defense forces and the high com­ 
mand.

Commenting upon a news dis­ 
patch from Washington, which re­ 
ported President Roo eveit as vis­ 
ualizing an American navy essen­ 
tially stronger the the British with­ 
in the next five years, the editorial 
remarks: 
For the second time during a 
quarter century the United States 
is offered a chance to assume con­ 
trol of the world seas. This time 
it wiU not turn it down. 
Stating that Popolo d Italia car­ 
ried an article along about the same 
lines and asserting that the Unite« 
States with the help of Britisn 
money, will succeed in building up 
an armament and airplane industry 
far superior to England’s, the edit­ 
orial adds that England will be 
greatly weakened financially and 
economically after the war. 
Call Shift ‘Assured” 
* Consequently,” concludes the pa­ 
per. ‘ the transition of leadersnip 
from England to United States over 
the Anglo-Saxon, if not Western 
European world, seems absolutely 
assured. 
“And not only this—territorally 
the United States will also become 
the successor of the Western powers. 
By conceding America the leader­ 
ship they will have to surrender to 
the U. S. A. those military bases 
which the United States will con­ 
sider necessary to consolidate its 
leadership. 
The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
commenting upon America's ambi­ 
tion to maintain a 5:3 naval status 
towards Japan, finds such a decision 
deplorable. The Far Eastern expert 
of the paper claims that such a de­ 
cision was bound to annoy Japan 
greatly, especially since Japan re­ 
cently showed good will towards 
America by reopening shipping on 
the Yangtze and the Pearl rivers 
He alone points to the recent 
throne speech of the Emperor in 
which the latter declared he was 
glad to state that the relations be­ 
tween Japan and the signatories of 
the Nine-Power-Treaty had greatly 
improved recently.
